Amend the Acts relating to the Constabnlaiy Force 
in Ireland. 



-w 7"HEREAS an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament 
V\/ Imlden in the Sixth Year of the Reign of King William 
* ” the Fourth, intituled “ An Act to consolidate the Laws 
“ relating to the Constabulary Force in Ireland:” And whereas the 
6 Lord Lieutenant, by rirtue of the Authority given to him^ by the 
said recited Act, did, by lYarrant under liis Hand, appomt Two 
Persons to be Deputy Inspectors General of the Police Force m 
Ireland, and did also appoint, by virtue of the like Authority, and m 
the like Manner, Four Persons to bo County Inspectors of Police m 
10 Ireland, to be charged with the general Government of the Police 
Force to be established within such Number of Counties as the Lord 
Lieutenant might direct: And whereas, under the Provisions ot an 
Act passed in the Second and Third Years of the Reign of Her 
Majesty, Chapter Seventy-five, the Appointments of Two of the said 
15 County Inspectors were vacated, and the Designation of the 
remaining Two County Inspectors was changed to “ Provincial 
Inspectors,” which last-mentioned Designation was further changed 
to “Assistant Inspectors General" under the Provisions ™ Act 
passed in the Ninth and Tenth Years of the Reign^ of Her Majesty, 
SO Chapter Ninety-seven : And whereas it is expedient that the Acts 
relating to the Constabulary Force in Ireland should be further
